The weather conditions at the time 
of departiire were giorious. The skv 
was without a cloud and there was just 
enough breeze to curl the crests of the 
sun-floocged waves. Nothing could have 
surpassed the beauty of the marine pic- 
ture as the American armada weighe: 
anchor from under the shadows of the 
towering Rock of Gibraltar and moved 
out into the strait. 

Vexsselxy Handled Skilfully. 

The difficult operation of getting the 
16 huge battleships out of the narrow 
war basin of the port and under way 
was accomplished with a skill and per- 
fection of maneuvering and detail which 
won the admiration of all the foreign 
naval men who witnessed the proceed- 
ings @ritically from land and sea. 

Admiral Sperry directed the whole op- 
eration fram the after-bridge of the Con- 
necticut, At 8:30 o’clock the signal ‘o 
vwnmoor was given and the great chains 
holding the ships to the buoys were 
loosened one by one, until the vessels 
were held to their anchorages by only a 
single strand. 

At 8:55 a stream of multi-colored sig- 
ral flags on the flagship communicated 
the order to get under way to the Geor- 
gia, the Nebraska, the New Jersey, the 
Phode Island and the Virginia, lying ar 
the rear of the basin. As the flags 
came fluttering down five minutes later 
the designated battleships cast off their 
lines and, like freed leviathians 
seeking escape, slow'y swung their 
noses in the direction of the breaches in 
the breakwater. Twisting and turning to 
the clanging of engine gongs, they crept 
out, the Georgia leading the way with 
lieutenant-Commander George W. Kline 
bridge. 

Saluted by English Craft, 

Once outside Rear Admirai Wain- 
wright’s division fe!l into formation and 
waited for the second and third groups. 
The second group consisted of the Ver- 
filving the “battle effi- 
clency” trophy at her fore; the Minne- 
sota, Kentucky, Oh!o and HKearsarge, 
and the third was composed of the Wis- 
consin, Kansas, Louisiana, Missouri and 
lilinois.

The names 
Were obtained from court records and 
from the books of Supt..Dawson of the 
Workhouse. 

Every person who applies to be regis- 
tered is required to answer whether 
he has been convicted of a felony oF 
& misdemeanor or for larceny of any 
degree or for any crime against suf- 
frage. Such as are found to have an- 
Swered these questions falsely will be 
Subject to prosecution for perjury. 
Thé investigation is understood to be 
at the instance of Circuit Attorney 
Jones.

Miss Diekmann, a school teacher, shot 
herself in the right temple in her room 
at the home of her uncle, Rudolph 
Schulenberg, 3535 Victor street, 
evening. 

Mrs. Joseph H. Roblee of 3657 Del- 
mar boulevard, mother of Miss Diek+ 
mann's fiance, who learned of the 
shooting when he called up the Schul- 
enberg home to ask Miss Diekmann 
if he might call-to see her, said Satur- 
day that her son and Earle McCourtney 


‘lwere “in no sense rivals” for the hand 


of the school teacher. 
Roblee’s father, Joseph a Roblee, is 
vice-president of the Hamilton-Brown 
Shoe Co. 

Called Psychic Suggestion, 
Dr. Kolbenheyer,, whose office is at 
2006 Lafayette avenue, made his state- 
ment a few minutes after Miss Diek- 
mann made what was believed to be @ 
dying statement to the Rev. D. C. Gar. 
rett, pastor of St. Peter's Episcopal 
Church. Dr. Garrett refused-to repeat 
the statement, saying that it was a 
“priestly secret.’ 
McCourtney, a dry goods sales agent, 
was found dead in his office in the Cen- 
tury Building the night of Jan. 8. There 
was a bullet wound in his right temple. 
There was a coroner's verdict of sui- 
cide. 
“My son knew McCourtney and they 
were both friends of Miss Diekmann,” 
said Mrs. Roblee. ‘I am speaking for 
my son in this matter. He is not at 
home. I want to make it clear that my 
son and McCourtney were not rivals. 
“Tl heard Dr. Frederick Kolbenheyer 
ay after the shooting last night that 
McCourtney was with Miss Diekmann 
the afternoon before he was found dead 
in his office. That was the first I 
heard of it, though I knew that Mce- 
Courtney was often in her company. 


‘Miss Diekmann and my son were 
engaged and they and McCourtney were 
mutual friends. The engagement had 
not been announced. It was not to have 
been announced at the party which was 
in progress at the Schulenberg home 
when Miss Diekmann was found wound- 
ed.”” 

Rudolph Schulenberg, at whose home 
Miss Diekmann had lived for several 
vears, said Saturday that Roblee. who 
is a traveling salesman for the Hamil- 
ton-Biown Shor Co., came in from an 
out-of-town trip Tuesday and that he 
called on Miss Diekmann that night. 
He visited her again Thursday night. 
“Last night,”” sacl Mr. Schulenberg, 
“Roblee was calling to ask Paula 
whether he could come to s¢e her after 
dinner. There was no indication that 
they had quarreled. when he was here 
Thursday night. Pavia was cheerful 
yesterday and went to her school at 
Mehiville, in St. -Loulse County, as usual 
and returned in jolly mood.” 

A reception given by Mrs. Schulen- 
berg was in progress when Miss Direk- 
mann returned from school. Among 
the guests were Mra, August A. Busch 
ani Mrs. J. W. Teasdale, a daughter of 
Mrs. Schulenberg.

He said that she had 
spoken to him of it and that it seemed 
to affect her deeply. 

Miss Diekmann is 24 years old. For 
a year and a half she had been a 
teacher at the public school of Mehl- 
ville, St. Louis County. 

William Crecelius, a member of the 
Mehiville School Board, said Saturday 
that nothing which occurred’ there 
would afford a possible mdtive for de- 
presxiot: on the part of Miss Diekmann. 

“Her relations with the Board and 
with her pupils were most pleasant,” he 
said. “I have questioned children who 
are members of her class and they tell 
me that nothing out of the ordinary 
happened at school yesterday.” 

On her way home from school Friday 
afternoon she stopped and talked with 
John Venarde, keeper of a general store 
in Mehlville. Hé says she gave no in- 
dication of nervousness. 

Until recently it was Miss Diekmann's 
habit to walk the four and one-half 
miles from the nearest street car line 
to the schoo] and to walk back to the 
car in the evening. Jan. 1, through Mr. 
Schulenberg, arrangements were made 
by which a rig was provided for her, 
but she frequently dismissed it, saying 
she preferred to walk. 

John Venarde said Saturday that a 
young man who was employed as an 
engineer or toreman on an interurban 
street car line, which is being built 
from Carondelet to Mehlville, frequent- 
ly walked from the school to the car 
with Miss Diekmann, but that he had 
not been gceen with her in the last two 
weeks.

Be 
tween them and San Francisco out on 
the Pacific Ocean, are the Hawali 
naval stations, coaling stations and 
postoffices, and the Island of Guam, 
lonely in the sea. 

Ship Yards Are Ineladed. 


All along the Pacific Coast there are 
Federal buildings whose jurisdiction 
has been céded by California, Oregon 
and Washington to the United States. 
The Mare Island shipyard at San Fran- 
sco, like the Brooklyn navy yard in 
the East River, is Federal property. 

Starting from the Pacifie Coast, there 
are United States bufldings, military 
reservations, forest preserves, postof- 
fices and court houses all the way to 
the Atlantic. Through some of these 
great trans-continental railroads pass. 
In some cases the railroad right of 
way is under a Government ivase. 

Indian schools and Indian reservations 
are scattered through many states. On 
the reservations Federal laws are in 
force, except where by specific provi- 
sions the State code is recognized in 
general or special cases.

It is not surprising that the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment is unwilling to accept the proposed arrange- 
ment by which the claims of the New York and 
Bermudez Asphalt Co. against Venezuela are to 
be arbitrated, but the claims which that Govern- 
ment has against the company disregarded.

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JEFFERSON ON LIBEL, 


In view of the Government’s prosecu- 
tion of The World for libel, the fol- 
lowing letter written by Thomas Jeffer- 
son to Wilson C. Nicholas in 1809, when 
Jefferson was President, throws con- 
siderable light upon what, for a hundred 
years at least, has been considered the 
United States Government’s position 
with reference to libel: 

“Mr. Randolph has proposed an in- 
quiry in Congress into certain prosecu- 
tions at common law in Connecticut for 
libels on the Government, and not only 
himself, but others have stated them 
with such affected caution, and such 
hints at the same time, as to leave on 


‘| every mind the impression that they 


have been instituted e’'ther by my direc- 
tion or with my acquiescence, at least. 
This has not been denied by my friends, 
because probably the fatt is unknown 
to them. I shall state it for their satis- 
faction and leave it to be disposed of 
as they think best. I understood that 
some prosefution was going on in the 
Federal Court there ror calumniés ut- 
tered from the pulpit against me by a 
clergyman. I immediately wrote to Mr. 
Granger, who, I think, was in Connecti- 
cut at the time, stating that I Wad laid 
it down as a law to myself, to take 
no notice of the thousand calumnies is- 


-gued against me, but to trust my char- 


acter to my own conduct, and the good 
sense and candor of my fellow-citizens; 
that I had found no reason to be dis- 
satisfied with that course, and I was 
unwilling it should be broke through by 
others as to any manner concerning 
me; and I therefore requested him to 
direct the District Attorney to dismiss 
the prosecution. 

“Some time after this I heard of 
subpenas being served on Gen. Lee, 
David M. Randolph and others, as wit- 
neses to attend the trial. I then for 
the first time conjectured the subject of 
the libel. I immediately wrote to Mr. 
Granger to require an immediate dis- 
mission of the prosecution. The an- 
swer of Mr. riuntington, the District 
Attorney, was that these subpenas had 
been issued by the defendant without 


‘his knowledge, that it had been his in- 


tention te dismiss all the prosecutions 
at the first meeting of the court, and to 
accompany it with an avowal of his 
opinion that they could not be main- 
tained because the Federal Court had 
no jurisdiction over libel. This was ac- 
cordingly done. I did not till then know 
that there were other prosecutions of 
the same nature, nor do I now know 
what were their subjects. 

“Certain it is that the prosecutions 
had been instituted, and had made con- 
siderable progress, without my knowl- 
edge, that they were disapproved by 
me as Soon as krown, and directed to 
be discontinued. The attorney did it on 
the same ground on which I had acted 
myself in the cases of Duane, Callen- 
dar and others; to-wit, that the sedition 
law was unconstitutional and null, ana 
that my obligations to execute what 
was law involved that of not suffering 
rights secured by valid laws to be pros. 
trated by what was no law.”

Readers of the Post-Dispatch 
hastened to relieve the* need of 
Josephine Moore, who, with her blind 
daughter, Mrs. Mary DelLisle, the 
daughter’s blind husband, John DeLisle, 
and their two little children, have been 
threatened with eviction from their 
home at 1614 Franklin avenue. 

The careworn woman wept tears of 
joy when a Post-Dispatch reporter 
called Friday afternoon at her home, 
taking her the money sent by persons 
who had read in Thursday’s Post-Dis- 
patch of the family’s extremity. The 
total was $51.50. 

The generous and spontaneous con- 
tributions have put the family beyond 
the fear of losing their home, and have 
enabled the aged breadwinner to give 
her four helpless charges the necessities 
of life which, for weeks, have been 
theirs in only the scantiest measures. 

She Works at Washtub. 

Mrs. Moore, who is 67 years old, has 
supported her daughter and son-in-law 
and their children by her meager earn- 
ings at the washtub, since the son-im- 
law lost his employment in one of the 
few occupations open to the blind, that 
of broommaking. 

The younger of Mrs. Moore's grand- 
children is 3 months old, the other 9 
years old. Their needs, and the neces- 
sity of buying coal during the recent 
intense cold weather, took all her mon- 
ey, and, although the family had lived 
in the two small rooms for nine years, 
the landlord told her they would be put 
out on the street {f the rent was not 
paid this week.
